` Historian Golo Mann’s amnesty pl

. What is .at issue now is unadulterated 
lerror, murder, genocide and unspeakable 
brutality, . Only those r who committed 
nurder. can be. charged and sentenced 
today:. For all other crimes the statute of 
limitations is in effect, 


Since, for .obvious reasons, . Nazi 
crimes. were :not.. subject to prosecution 
in the’ Third Reich, tlie beginning of 
the statute of limitations for murder (at 
that fime 20 years) was set to coincide 
with the end of the war, 

But in 1965, 20 years later, there wêre 
sll} so niany Nuzi eriminals' at large thal 
their protection through. the statute of 
limitations would havê béen irrespons 
ible both in’ lems of forelgn Policy’ and 
for legal reasons. 

The begirining of the statute was sub- 

sequently ‘set to coincide with thie foun« 
dig of the new German state in 1949, ' 
. When this decision was made, Justice 
Minister Ewald Bucher (FDP) resigned 
in protest. He considered the subsequent 
extension of (he statute of llmitations 
ùl the lhus increased jeopardy for 
ihose concerned irreconcilable with 
principles of constitutional democracy, 

Four years laier, in (969, the position 
was stil ‘wnchanged. and many çriminals 
who werd ût larg wold no’ longer hiave 
necded to fear prosecution, 

After a lengthy tug-of-war the Bonri 
Grand Coalition of Christian and Social 
Democrats decided to extend the statute 
of limitations (or murder in general to 
30 years, or in the case in point tlhe end 
of 1979. Any murderer then still uni 
dentified can no longer be brought to 
trial. 

This would not automatically, put an 
eııd to all Nazi trials at the end of next 
year, It goes without saying that all cur 
rent court proceedings will continue, 

New cases can also be tried if the ac- 
cused has been charged or had other 
legal action taken against him before the 
end of 1979. Such legal action includes 
a hearing before a judge and .applies if 
An'arrest warrant haş been issued.
